Dr. X vs. Bockwinkel 


EVERAL MONTHS BACK I 
wrote the story of the 
amazing transformation of Dr. X 
AWA villain supreme — to a 
main event hero, listening to the 
cheers and enthusiasm of the 
crowds rather than experiencing 
the taunts and jeers that previous- 
ly belonged to him. As the months 
of 1972 began unfolding, Dr. X’s 
popularity increased as he strived 
to defeat some of the roughest 
wrestlers in the country with legi- 
timate wrestling holds and resort- 
ing to fighting fire with fire only 
as a last resort. 

What was particularly upsetting 
was Dr. X’s quest to obtain the 
American Wrestling Alliance tag 
team title from the unpopular duo 
of Ray Stevens & Nick Bock- 
winkel. Throughout midwestern 
cities Dr. X battled the tag champ- 
ions with such illustrious partners 
as Don Muarco, Wahoo McDaniel, 
The Crusher and Billy Robinson. 
It was terribly frustrating to come 
so close to taking the title on 
many occasions only to haye the 
champions get disqualified or 
resort to illegal maneuvers to 
retain their prestigious belts. 

When not involved in tag team 
bouts against Bockwinkel & 
Stevens he was facing such tough 
competition as Ivan Koloff, Dusty 
Rhodes, Lars Anderson, Larry 
Hennig, and Baron Von Raschke. 
The gruelling competition began 
to take its toll on the legs of the 
masked man who depends upon 
his figure-4 leglock to bring about 
submission to his dangerous foes. 
The cartilage in his knee was be- 
ginning to weaken and although 
Dr. X knew he was not 100%, he 
had too much unfinished business 
to take time off to rest and have it 
corrected. 

At the top of his list of business 
was decisively winning over the 
two men who held the tag team 
title. Ironically it was Dr. X’s first 
Minneapolis appearance after a 
world-wide tour that helped to 
establish his new-found popu- 
larity. He was matched against 
Ray Stevens in a rugged bout that 
ended in a no contest. The feud 
that developed from that and sub- 


sequent matches, both in single and in tag team bouts led to a grudge 
battle on television. It resulted in Dr. X getting tangled by his leg on the 
ring rope and dangling from the ring helpless as the enraged Stevens 
punched, kicked and even hit the vulnerable knee with the timekeeper’s 
bell. All this after Stevens had jumped from the top rope down onto the 
leg'as he was hanging from the apron down out of the ring. The pain was 
unbearable to the defenseless masked star. Finally some of the other 
wrestlers came to his aid and stopped the senseless beating from 
continuing further. It was obvious to everyone that Dr. X was not going 
to walk away from the encounter and while they were getting help to 
carry him out, he pulled his mask off so he could breathe easier and 
more comfortably. He rolled around the mat in severe agony. 

But that may not have been the worst part of it for Dr. X. He had to 
think about what had happened as he was laid up, recuperating for most 
of the summer, not being able to wrestle. All Dr. X could do to feel 
better and try to make the time pass by faster, was to think of getting 
Ray Stevens back into the ring again. Revenge had replaced the desire to 
simply depose Stevens & Bockwinkel as tag champions. 

Finally Dr. X’s leg and knee had mended from surgery and he returned 
to wrestling toward the end of August. One of his first matches when he 
returned was in Rockford in a preliminary match against the big, veteran 
German villain, Hans Hermann. Hermann punched, choked and gouged 
but Dr. X was more than equal to the task of his trial bout and Hermann 
soon found out just how painful Dr. X’s figure-4 leglock submission hold 
could be. 

Dr. X was impatient to get ahold of Stevens in Rockford but instead

Stevens, at one time the most 
unpopular grappler in the game, 
yet now one of the most popular. 
There are few who are like 
Stevens. Boasting a life of ex-

perience in wrestling, Stevens 
knows how to break every rule in 
the book yet at the same time also 
can play by all the rules in at- 
tempt to obtain victory. 

Few would be surprised to learn 
Stevens has been with us as a pro 
for 19 years, turning professional 
at the young, tender age of 15. 

The husky blond turned to the 
pro game at 15 simply by lying 
about his age. No one bothered to 
question him because he had been 
hanging around gyms for two 
years and was so big and ex- 
perienced none even thought to 
question him. 

The Ray Stevens story is some- 
thing else. Even with promoters, 
it’s a case of “don’t call me, Pil 
call you,” in that he has an un- 
listed telephone number. This 
relates to the days of yesteryear 
when the “old” Ray. Stevens 
broke every rule imaginable and it 
was the fans who returned the 
dirty work. 

There have, for instance, been 
many times when Stevens te- 


turned home after. a match and . 


found garbage dumped on his 
lawn, or checked his tires only to 
find out they had been cut with 
knives. Thus, to protect himself 
and his family from this, he 
doesn’t even give a hint as to 
where he lives. 

The only problem with the un- 
listed telephone number is that he 
often enough forgets to use his 
phone at all. Rather, he’s out 
racing motorcycles or riding 
horses when he’s not wrestling or 
traveling. 

Just a bit over nine years ago, 


Ray is ready for action here. 


Stevens was being escorted back 
to the dressingroom after a Cow 
Palace match when a woman 
broke through the police escort 
and quickly slashed his back with 
a knife. 

Fortunately, he was moving as 
she plunged at him and the knife 
didn’t go deeply enough to 
seriously injure him. However, he

One week 
before the match Dom told the TV audience that his partner would be a 
midget, Sonnyboy Hayes. Well, after the first fall it looked like a good 
choice of a partner for the Italian star. Hayes squirmed his way out of 
every hold The Fargos could secure, and repeatedly drew the Champs 
into his corner, where DeNucci would give them what-for. Sonnyboy 
tagged off to Dom, who put the finishing touches on Johnny, then

i T WAS JUST a year ago that I wrote about the 
sensational battle royal held in Chicago that 
startled the fans when Bobby Heenan emerged as the 
winner. The year has passed by rather quickly and I 
have witnessed many great matches — but no battle 
royals. So it was with great anticipation that I came 
to the Milwaukee Arena the evening promoter Dennis 
Hilgart arranged a 14-man battle royal. Most of the 
wrestlers involved were noted for their size and 
strength and it appeared to be anyone’s guess as to 
who would emerge victorious. Unlike the one I 
previously wrote about, everyone seemed to be on his 
own, without several tag teams, in tact, taking part. 
Neither of the A.W.A. tag team champions, 
Bockwinkel or Stevens, appeared this time; nor did 
Larry Hennig or Lars Anderson, although Hennig’s 
new tag partner Dusty Rhodes was a contestant. Ivan 
Koloff was involved but not his manager, the Big K. 
The one exception to this was the fact that Bobby 
Heenan was again involved, as was BlackJack Lanza, 
one-half of .the manager’s top-rated tag team. 
Fortunately for the others involved, BlackJack 
Mulligan was not a contestant. The big question was, 
“could Heenan with help .from Lanza, triumph 
again?” 

Prior to the placing of all 14 men in the ring to 
play wrestling’s version of “King of the Hill”, 
seven-10 minute preliminaries saw the wrestlers and 
fans warm-up with some very exciting action.

Wednesday Night at the Olympic 
Matches. 

The feature was to see WWWE 
Champion Pedro Morales return to 
the auditorium which was the 
scene of his first big fights. On the 
same card, Black Gordman and 
The Great Goliath returned to the 
Southern California area from a 
tour of the Orient. They were to 
challenge the America’s Tag Team 
Champions, Ruben Juarez and 
“Flying” Eric Froleich. A special 
attraction pitted Ripper Collins 
and Little Tojo against the team 
of Dory Dixon and Little Bobo 
Johnson in a mixed tag team bout. 
For this match the controlling 
N.W.A. stipulated that a midget 
would be allowed to compete 
against either of his opponents, 
the opposing midget or his larger 
partner. And to top the night off, 
Prince Neff Maivia was to make 
his debut on California television. 

The crowd, a capacity house, 
was buzzing with excitement and 
anticipation from the moment the 
doors were open. It would be 
another great promotional success 
for Mike LeBell, head man at the 
OLYMPIC. 

Pedro Morales has been a very 
busy WWWEF Champion. In 
between Madison Square Garden 
shows from New York, the vastly 
popular Morales frequently travels

to California where his tremen- 
dously loyal fans back him up. 
Veteran wrestling followers still 
remember his WWA title win over 
the sensational and_ intelligent 
Detroyer back in 1965 — the 
match which skyrocketed him to 
international fame. Morales is cer- 
tainly a fantastic name here on the 
West Coast. 

His trip back to Southern 
California had been made by 
Pedro for ONE important reason. 
He wanted to show Ernie Ladd, 
the NWA America’s Champion, 
that his recent New York victory 
over the hulking “Big Cat” had 
been no fluke! Promoters on the 
West Coast were anxious to see 
the troublesome Ernie Ladd de- 
feated. In attempts to unseat him, 
they’d matched Ladd against 
superstars of the sport — men like 
Dory Dixon, Bobo Brazil, Mil 
Mascaras, Ruben Juarez and even 
the crafty Kenji Shibuya! Ernie 
was given a good going over by 
several of these title opponents, 
but nevertheless remained as 
Champion, with a big, ham like 
hand clutching his diamond- 
studded belt to prove it! 

But soon it would be Pedro’s 
turn to show wrestling fans that 
he DID and that he COULD 
AGAIN defeat Ernie Ladd! For 
the Wednesday night televised 
bouts [’'m describing, Pedro had 
been pitted against a roughneck 
by the name of “Bengali”. This 
was to be a warm-up for his title 
fight with Ladd. 

As Morales entered the ring at 
his old stomping grounds with his 
gold WWWFE belt strapped tightly 
around his waist, the fans went 
bananas. But soon the cheers 
turned to boos! 

Not boos for Pedro, though. Big 
Ernie Ladd had been spotted by 
the fans as he stood at ringside, 
eyeing Morales and his belt. Pedro 
took notice of Ladd and started 
after him. The “Big Cat” ran as 
fast as he could, up the aisle, back 
down again, and around the ring. 
He obviously wanted no part of 
the patented Morales left hook! 

After chasing Ernie off the 
scene at least temporarily, Pedro 
turned his attention fo the night’s 


match. At the bell, he tore into 
the stunned Bengali and quickly 
pinned him after applying the 
atomic drop and a body press. 

Even before the referee could 
raise the popular champion’s arm 
in victory, a wildly charging Ernie 
Ladd dove through the ropes into 
the ring. But the yells of the 
crowd altered Pedro and he was 
ready and waiting. Before Ladd 
could backtrack, Morales threw a 
tremendous left hook to Ernie’s 
brow, leaving the giant reeling in 
his tracks! 

Bam! 

Another shot to the jaw. Ladd 
was glassy-eyed and wobbly. 
Finally, Pedro picked up Ernie. 
gave him an atomic drop and 
knocked him completely out of 
the ring. 

As I watched Ernie Ladd lying 
on the concrete, I didn’t believe 
he had any intention of testing 
Pedro’s nerve any further that 
night. (Two. nights later Pedro did 
indeed defeat Ladd, but failed to 
win the America’s title on a tech- 
nicality, He won the only fall 
scored in a two-out-of-three-fall 
event, and the belt cannot change 
hands in a one-fall match.) 

Black Gordman and The Great 
Goliath, two monsters from South 
of the Border and bent on “hell- 
for-leather”’, had returned to Los 
Angeles yowing to do away with 
as many tag teams as possible. 
Their first “victims” (I say ‘‘vic- 
tims” because that’s exactly how 
G & G refer to ai/ their oppo- 
nents) were the popular America’s 
Tag Team Champs, Eric Froliech 
and Ruben Juarez. 

This bout was conducted in the 
Australian “rounds” system. After 


six rounds of action, Goliath and: 


Gordman had shown just why 
they’re one of wrestling’s most 
feared teams. They defeated the 
Champs and took possession of 
the gold America’s tag team belts. 
It was a record 4th America’s 
championship for the G & G pair. 

At the end of the match the 
unorthodox team proudly  dis- 
played their new belts to the fans 
amid catcalls and screams. The 
Mexican tag team didn’t hold the 
title long, losing it two nights later 
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to a “new” pairing of Ruben 
Juarez and Kenji Shibuya! 

In the next bout, Ripper 
Collins, who holds the Pacific 
Coast crown, teamed up with an- 
other no-do-gooder, Little Tojo, a 
wrestling midget from Tokyo, 
Japan. To make a long story short, 
Collins and Tojo took on Dory 
Dixon and Little Bobo Johnson 
and won the bout after Ripper 
gave Little Bobo Johnson his 
“O-pu”’ drop, a dangerous 
maneuver, which sees Collins set 
up a “Mexican drop” type of hold 
and instead, drop his knee in 
between the wrestlers legs. This 
time, Ripper Collins injured the 
little midget, Johnson. And _ it 
wasn’t the first time he had in- 
jured a midget either! The fans 
and wrestlers alike are after the 
RIPPER, but he doesn’t seem to 
mind. 

Finally, Prince Neff Maivia, 
who often teams with his fellow 
Samoan, Peter Maivia, made his 
Olympic debut. He made quick 
work of his opponent and openly 
challenged anyone to a match on 
the big Friday Olympic card. 
Maivia accepted the challenge of 
Mr. Saito and defeated him. Like 
Peter Maivia, Neff is very colorful 
and a strong competitor in the 
ring. Already, he has become the 
California TV Champion. 

And thus passed another Wed- 
nesday night of televised mat 
action. From the photographs | 
took and the wild mayhem 
described on these pages, perhaps 
you can understand why Southern 
California wrestling fans crowd 
into the OLYMPIC AUDI- 
TORIUM every Wednesday night, 
even though the cards are televised 
LIVE into their homes. Being 
there is much more exciting than 
just seeing it on the little tube!!!

returned, furious! Bull hammered 
his opponent with fists. then 
grabbed him by the goatee and 
tossed him across the ring and 
drove him to the safety of the 


Arena floor. With the match over, 
Hamaguchi was not tempted to 
return. But unlike any normal 
evening, the fans knew they would 
be back in the ring again — Bullin- 
ski trying to dish out more punisli- 
ment and Hamaguchi striving for 
revenge. 

The second contest saw big 
Moose Cholak paired against the 
nationally-known Rene Goulet. 
Goulet spent much of the match 
stalling and trying to stay away 
from his much heavier opponent. 
Rene couldn’t body slam Moose 
and when he tried for a camel 
clutch he couldn’t retain it for the 
submission. -Therefore Goulet’s 
main offensive was eye-gouging. 
Moose once missed his big splash 
but it didn’t cost him the match. 
Goulet’s greatest achievement was 
to keep from being pinned after 
Cholak punched him to the mat 
and placed his 350 pounds on 
him. Rene took a terrible jolt 
when Cholak whipped him with so 
much force across the ring one 
time that the momentum sent him 
flying up past the turnbuckle, 
causing him to hit his head on the 
ring pole. With just seconds to go, 
Goulet jumped out of the ring and 
made no attempt to return to the 
ring, as he waited for the bout to 
end in a 10 minute draw. But 
everyone knew, Goulet would find 
himself back in the ring with 
Cholak again that night. 

Ramon Torres was then put in 
the ring with one of his roughest 
opponents since coming into the 
midwest again — facing BlackJack 
Lanza. Ramon was far from awed, 
however, and had Lanza in trouble 
several times by grabbing a head- 
lock, squeezing tight and revolving 
it up and down. The first time he 
did it, the crowd counted to ten 
and when Torres let go Lanza fell 
to the mat. Out of the grip, Lanza 
scrambled out of the ring to con- 
fer with his manager, Bobby 
Heenan. The advice didn’t seem to 
help as he took the worst of it in 
exchanging punches and found 
himself again in the headlock that 
made him seem seasick. This time 
after the fans counted to 11, 
Lanza managed to grab the ropes 
and when Ramon let go, he fell 


between them out of the ring. 
When Lanza returned again, 
Torres repeated the headlock 
workover, until Lanza shoved him 
off into the ropes and fell to the 
mat. Ramon came bounding off, 
jumped over Lanza’s prone body 
and stopped. When BlackJack got 
up, he was quickly grabbed in 
another headlock. Lanza jabbed 
him in the throat with his thumb 
but Torres belted him three times 
and whipped him into the turn- 
buckle, causing Lanza to bail out 
again. This time Ramon went out 
chasing both Lanza and _his 
manager, Bobby Heenan but 
Blackjack grabbed a chair and 
Torres retreated while the referee 
forced Lanza to put down the 
chair he was swinging menacingly 
over his head. When the action 
was again directed to the ring, 
they again began punching one 
another with Torres winning, then 
kneelifting Lanza, hitting him, and 
finally coming off the ropes for a 
dropkick, which Lanza fortunate- 
ly avoided. Blackjack seized the 
opportunity, bodyslammed him 
hard and came down quickly with 
a knee across the throat. He then 
applied his “cobra clutch” version 
of the sleeper which the dazed 
Torres valiantly struggled against 
for a few seconds before succumb- 
ing to unconsciousness. 

The fourth match was the most 
uneven of the night, as Wilbur 
Snyder went against Hans 
Hermann. Snyder took a little 
abuse from the big German’s 
choking and gouging with a paper 
cup, then took command and won 
by applying his pet hold, the ab- 
dominal stretch, from which 
Hermann was forced to concede. 

Dusty Rhodes then met Seaman 
Art Thomas. Rhodes started the 
bout by lying on the mat and 
challenging Thomas to an arm 
wrestling contest. Naturally Dusty 
lost. Rhodes then grabbed one of 
Thomas’ muscular arms with both 
hands only to have Art toss him 
backwards. Dusty went for a bear- 
hug, only to have the Seaman 
wiggle his hips, grab Dusty by the 
hands, pry them away from 
around him, place them on the 
mat and stepped on them. Thomas 


then braced himself for Rhodes’ 
attack of elbow smashes, then 
rammed him into the turnbuckle, 
hit him on the head and clamped 
on a bearhug of his own. Dusty 
gouged at Thomas’ eyes to get 
fre>, then bit him and gave him 
some more elbow smashes. The 
Seaman came back strong with a 
solid punch of his own, then 
whipped Rhodes into the turn- 
buckle, charged and shoulder- 
blocked him into the corner, 
When he tried it again, Dusty 
dodged, Thomas hit the turn- 
buckle and fell backwards to the 
mat. Before he could recover, 
Rhodes hit him with 2 falling 
elbow drops across the chest and 
pinned him. 

The sixth match was a real 
pleasure for Wahoo McDaniel as 
he was given a bout with the 
famous manager of the Black- 
Jacks, Bobby Heenan. In order to 
qualify for the battle royal, Bobby 
had to wrestle in one of the pre- 
liminaries, and he drew the 
talented Indian- star as his op- 
ponent. BlackJack Lanza accom- 
panied Bobby to ringside, offering 
morale support and possibly some 
more important assistance later. 
Other than trying a dropkick that 
missed, Heenan spent most of the 
match turning his back and beg- 
ging for mercy, ducking out of the 
ring for safety, or punching away 
with a foreign object. McDaniel, 
still wearing a bandage on his fore- 
head in hopes that it would 
protect a healing cut, found ab- 
sorbing the blows of Heenan’s 
metal object soon had his blood 
flowing through the white 
bandage. Wahoo fought back with 
his destructive tomahawk chops 
and chased Heenan out onto the 
ring apron. When Bobby tried get- 
ting back in, he tripped on the 
bottom rope, fell to the mat 
where McDaniel jumped on him 
and pinned him. 

The final preliminary, in reality 
the semi-main event, and a match 
that could draw close to a sell-out 
anywhere in the country, had Ivan 
Koloff meeting Andre (Jean 
Ferre) Rousimoff. It staggers the 
imagination to look at Koloff and 
not be awed by his size, but 
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against the 7 foot, 4 inch Giant, 
who weights well over 400 
pounds, well, he was dwarfed. If 
this wasn’t enough of a handicap, 
Red Bastien who is now cam- 
paigning in Texas, was brought in 
as the special referee. At the bell, 
Ivan pulled Andre’s long hair and 
punched away but the giant didn’t 
seem to feel it. They locked 
hands, Rousimoff put Koloff’s 
down on the mat, stood on them 
for a few seconds and then 
stomped down hard. Andre came 
off the ropes with a bodyblock 
that smeared Koloff to the mat, 
Ivan tried a full nelson, and 
Rousimoff broke away easily. 
Koloff then began kicking, biting 
and hairpulling. Andre grabbed an 
armlock, Ivan flipped him to the 
mat, but Rousimoff held on tight. 
Koloff managed to get free and 
then fouled Andre with a low 
blow. Koloff then began another 
relentless attack by raking Andre’s 
eyes, kicking, punching, elbow 
smashing, choking, pulling trunks 
and giving kidney punches. 
Rousimoff grabbed Ivan’s leg, 
knocking him off his feet, then 
crashed down on it with his knee 
several times. Koloff now wanted 
to shake hands, Andre was willing, 
then squeezed with all his might, 
forcing Koloff to his knees where 
Andre slammed his arm down 
hard against the mat. He then 
whipped Koloff across the ring, 
then duplicated it, only this time 
he did it by pulling his beard. 
Rousimoff applied a leg scissors, 
then lifted him up in the air, 
bringing him down hard, butt-first 
to the mat in the rocking horse. 
Koloff bit Andre in the leg to get 
free, then began kneeing and 
stomping Rousimoff’s leg. They 
were in the corner and Ivan re- 
fused to step back, finally shoving 
guest referee, Red Bastien, twice 
when he insisted. Red _ then 
grabbed Koloff, Rousimoff hit 
him with a powerful punch that 
sent him sprawling to the mat, 
then jumped on him for the pin. 

Rousimoff certainly had to be 
considered the favorite in the 
battle royal, but as such he might 
be the target of a concerted effort, 
and with men like Lanza Rhodes, 


and Hamaguchi to go along with 
Koloff he could not be regarded a 
sure thing. The so-called good 
guys would definitely be con- 
cerned with protecting each other 
from the villains, but none of 
them had a great deal of tag team 
experience or friendship on the 
line. This was even more so with 
the bad guys. The two referees 
who split the officiating for the 
first 6 matches, and Red Bastien, 
stationed themselves around the 
ring to watch and judge when a 
contestant had been thrown over 
the top rope out onto the Arena 
floor. The ring filled with the 14 
wrestlers who had the common 
goal of $15,000 and the bell rang 
starting the competition. 

The wrestlers cautiously sparred 
around, grabbing one another and 
letting go, not sure of who would 
help and when 2 people had one, 
usually someone else intervened. 
Fans tried watching every single 
inch of the ring, trying not to miss 
anything. Then Rene Goulet was 
led to the dressing room, as Wilbur 
Snyder neatly flipped him over 
the top rope to the floor. Then 
there was 12, as Bullinski managed 
to throw Hamaguchi out of the 
ring. Seaman Art Thomas and 
Wahoo McDaniel worked as a 
team to pick up huge Hans 
Hermann and gently deposit him 
on the floor. Bullinski was next 
out, the victim of a savage attack 
from Dusty Rhodes. Now there 
were 10 left! Moose Cholak and 
Ramon Torres had been very im- 
pressive up until now, wading into 
opponents and having them al- 
most eliminated until someone 
else ganged up on them. Dusty 
Rhodes teamed with BlackJack 
Lanza against Lanza’s long-time 
nemesis, Cholak, and they were 
finally successful at lifting him up 
and tossing him out of the ring. 
During this time, Torres finally 
was overpowered by the big 
Russian, Ivan Koloff, and he was 
eliminated. Now there were 8 left, 
including Bobby Heenan, who had 
been up to his old trick, of climb- 
ing through the ropes, and stand- 
ing on the floor, unnoticed by the 
busy wrestlers inside. A couple of 
times he was reprimanded and 


made to get back into the action 
by one of the refees, but he did 
spend much of the early time out- 
side hiding. When he was in the 
ring he usually tried to become 
unobstrusive but once he was 
whipped across the ring into a 
collision with Ivan Koloff. It 
looked like he might then be eli- 
minated but those involyed then 
were attacked by others and 
Heenan slipped away. Finally Red 
Bastien took direct action, 
pounded Heenan and tossed him 
back in the ring. It was not the 
last time Bobby was to leave the 
ring, but he never remained out- 
side for long and when seen by 
Bastien he would return. 

Rhodes and Lanza had worked 
well as a team against Cholak, and 
now they directed their attention 
to Seaman Art Thomas and he was 
the seventh to go. At the same 
time fans were marvelling at the 
fighting spirit of Wahoo McDaniel 
who was causing fits to Ivan 
Koloff with his tomahawk chops. 
Koloff, who had used up a lot of 
energy to remove Ramon Torres 
from the competition, now was 
eliminated himself by the Indian 
star. Now there were six left! 
Wilbur Snyder went to work on 
Dusty Rhodes, punching and 
bodyblocking him. It looked like 
Wilbur was going to eliminate him, 
only to have Rhodes catch Snyder 
coming off the ropes with a hip 
toss that sent Snyder sailing right 
over the top rope and out of the 
competition. Snyder was furious 
at making such a mistake and 
wanted to get back in the ring and 
continue battling with Rhodes 
with whom he has had some bouts 
ending in bad feelings before. But 
the ushers led him away to the 
dressing room. 

McDaniel and Rousimoff had 
been going after Lanza and 
Heenan without much success. 
Wahoo then turned his attention 
to Rhodes as Rousimoff tried to 
eliminate BlackJack. It was an 
even battle between Dusty and 
McDaniel who had spent so much 
energy in eliminating Koloff. 
Heenan came over to help out and 
soon McDaniel was eliminated, 
even more upset over his outster 


than Snyder had been over his. 
McDaniel also was unwillingly led 
back to the dressing room. 

Now only 4 wrestlers remained. 
Bobby Heenan was one of them 
and | couldn’t help but recall his 
accidental victory when he had 
been left in the Chicago royal with 
Lanza and Billy Robinson. Rhodes 
and Lanza had been most effective 
in ganging up on and throwing 
wrestlers over the top rope, but 
now they were left with the Giant, 
Andre Rousimoff. It seemed like 
this would now be a fair battle. 
Rhodes and Lanza separated, and 
approached him from opposite 
sides. When they simultaneously 
attacked, the 7°4” Rousimoff 
grabbed each one and wrestled 
them both to the ropes, up and 
over, and out on the floor. 
Rousimoff turned, he was left 
alone in the ring with Bobby 
Heenan. Heenan took one look at 
the approaching giant, and as he 
so often times has done in the past 
when chased by someone, high- 
jumped the top rope, leaping to 
the safety of the floor. Heenan 
had eliminated himself! Andre 
Rousimoff was officially declared 
the winner of the Milwaukee 
battle royal, topping off the 
evening with a most exciting 
finish. 

THE END 
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nized by the National Wrestling 
Alliance, made a valiant stand in 
Florida recently and successfully 
defended his title laurels against 
the best that Florida had to offer. 
In a one-week period, Dory Jr. 
met and defeated Paul Jones, 
Buddy Colt, and Tim Woods. 

The Paul Jones TV Trophy has 
found a new owner after a one- 
night tournament was held and 
the four finalists were Tim Woods, 
Buddy Colt, Dick Murdoch, and 
Jack Brisco. Jack Brisco managed 
to beat Buddy Colt by disqualifi- 
cation, but ended up being carried 
back to the dressing room with an 
injured back. In the next elimina- 
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tion match, Tim Woods ended 
Dick Murdoch’s chances to win 
the title. This left Woods to face 
Brisco and the winner would be 
the new TV champion, but Brisco 
was unable to continue due to the 
harsh beating that he received at 
the hands of Buddy Colt. N.W.A. 
President Sam Muchnick pre- 
sented Tim Woods with the TV 
Trophy after the referee declared 
Woods the winner of the final 
match by default. 

Tim Woods regained the South- 
ern Heavyweight title from Buddy 
Colt, who had made a big name 
for himself since coming to 
Florida. A number of fans are 
wondering if Johnny Walker was 
the deciding factor in Colt’s loss. 
Prior to the title match, Walker 
pulled Colt into the ring and 
opened a gash in his forehead. 
Colt, going into the title match 
against Woods, was going in 
against the doctor’s orders, but he 
was determined to keep his title. 
Woods won the first fall with a 
rolling reverse cradle. As the bell 
rang to signal the end of the fall, 
Colt was lying on the mat in a 
pool of blood. Woods, quickly 
taking the advantage, rebounded 
off of the ropes during the second 
fall to floor Colt with a flying 
cross body block and held Colt’s 
shoulders to the mat for the three- 
count, N.W.A. president Sam 
Muchnick presented Woods with 
the Southern Title belt. 

Wrestling fans in and around 
Tampa Bay witnessed a big 20- 
Man Battle Royal in St. Petersburg 
just recently. The final four men 
in the ring were Buddy Colt, 
Jimmy Golden, Robert Fuller, and 
Mike Webster. After Golden was 
knocked out of the ring through 
the ropes, Robert Fuller caught 
Webster in a head scissors, but his 
force of impact and weight sent 
them both hurtling over the top 
rope. Buddy Colt, looking around 
the ring for any further com- 
petitors, raised his arms in victory, 
apparently thinking that he had 
won. Unfortunately for Colt and 
to the delight of the screaming 
fans, Golden crawled back into 
the ring and, catching Colt from 
behind, pushed him over the top 


rope. Golden had been lying on 
the floor unnoticed by Colt and 
had been thrown through the ring 
ropes, and not over them as was 
required to eliminate a wrestler. 
Golden was awarded $5,000 and a 
giant trophy. 

Allen Butler, the unmasked 
Scorpion, lost a Loser Leave Town 
match to Mike George in Talla- 
hassee and is unable to appear in 
that area. 

Thunderbolt Patterson made an 
unsuccessful refurn in Tampa’s 
wrestling ring when he lost to 
Bobby Shane, the self-proclaimed 
“King of Wrestling”. Patterson 
was counted out of the ring while 
chasing Shane’s new valet, a young 
man who resembles Gorgeous 
George Jr.’s valet Frenchie. 

Bobo Brazil, the United States 
champion, made his debut around 
the state, but left after one week. 
Brazil’s biggest match was against 
Paul Jones, the Florida State 
Champion, but Brazil ended up on 
the losing end when he was dis- 
qualified for head-butting the 
referee. Brazil did, however, use 
his headbutt to defeat Redbeard, 
Bob Orton and Smasher Sloan. 

Jimmy Golden and Robert 
Fuller have finally gained un- 
disputed possession of the Florida 
Tag Team title belts, due to 
winning a one-night tournament in 
Tampa. Top contenders for the 
belts include Sputnik Monroe and 
Norvel Austin, Dick Murdoch and 
Paul Jones, and Bobby Colt and 
Bobby Shane. 

Bobby Shane, recently back in 
action after a layoff due to a knee 
injury that he received at the 
hands of Eddie Graham, is out for 
revenge and has been after Eddie’s 
son Mike. During a big six-man tag 
team match between Jack Brisco, 
Bob Griffin and Mike Graham and 
the villainuous team of Bobby 
Shane, Redbeard and Mike 
Webster, Shane clamped the figure 
four leg lock on Mike and refused 
to release the hold until Mike 
couldn’t stand on his own feet 
without support. Eddie Graham, 
who has met Shane on a number 
of occasions, has found himself 
disqualified when he was unable 
to control his temper. On one card 


in Sarasota, Graham was disquali- 
fied for using a foreign object on 
Shane. 

Bob Orton, the unmasked 
Zodiac, has formed a team with 
his son Bob Orton Jr. On the 
televised bouts, the father and son 
team whipped Smasher Sloan and 
Joe Nova. Fans around the Sun- 
shine State are clammering for a 
match between the Grahams and 
the Ortons. 

Dick Murdoch, known through- 
out wrestling circles as the 
“dastardly villain” shocked fans 
recently after losing a match to 
Tim Woods. Murdoch, who has 
been known to use any method to 
win a match, offered to shake 
Woods’ hand when the bout was 
over. Woods, ready for a trick, 
extended his hand and the two 
calmly shook. Instead of slugging 
Woods, as the fans were expecting, 
Murdoch calmly turned around 
and left the ring. Fans are wonder- 
ing about the sudden change in 
“dirty Dick”’. 

Buddy Colt and Bobby Shane, 
two of the meanest and roughest 
wrestlers ever to hit mat rings in 
Florida, have formed what fans 
term, “The Unholy Alliance” and 
the two haye yet to be beaten in a 
tag team match. After Colt leaped 
off of the top rope onto Jack 
Brisco in an attempt to hold 
Shane, the N.W.A. ruled that Colt 
would be fined another $500 for 
his actions. Shane later appeared 
on Television and produced $500 
from his tights to cover the fine 
that the N.W.A. had placed on his 
friend, “‘Budroe’’, 


Florida has become unique, 
compared to most wrestling cities 
and areas, in the respect that it has 
no masked grapplers on any of the 
cards lately. Since the unmasking 
of the Zodiac, Scorpion, and 
Taurus, only one masked wrestler 
has made an appearance in the 
area. This mysterious hooded 
man, known as the Red Demon, 
only made one appearance and 
suddenly disappeared after losing 
a tag team match by being 
knocked out of the ring. 

The Great Malenko, the long- 
time enemy of Eddie Graham and 


a former villain in the Sunshine 
State, made an appearance on tele- 
vision recently with his family and 
told viewers about the new health 
studio that he has opened in the 
Rover Garden Apartment complex 
in Tampa. 

Another wrestler who will be 
opening a school of Judo and 
Wrestling is Hiro Matsuda and 
plans currently call for the grand 
opening to be held in October. 

Jack Welch, the promoter of 
wrestling in Tallahassee, donned 
his wrestling trunks on recent 
cards and made a very impressive 
showing. Welch entered the 
squared circle to meet Chuck 
Riley in a 10-Round Boxing 
match and the fans cheered Welch 
on to victory in the 4th round. On 
the next week, Welch defeated 
Redbeard in a singles match.

GEOFF PORTZ 

Geoff Portz is considered to be 
one of Europe’s finest wrestlers. A 
native of Shipley, England this 
wizard of the ring scales in at 230 
pounds and stands 5 feet 10 
inches. Even though he is not one 


of the biggest mat men in the 
world he is known all over 
Europe, Asia, Africa and at this 
writing he is impressing fans in 
North America. 

Portz has been involved with 
wrestling since his early teens 
when he was an amateur in York- 
shire county. His titles in the 
amateur field are many and 6 
years in the sport as an amateur 
proved to be a great asset for him 
when he turned pro at the age of 
20. 

When asked who he has pattern- 
ed himself after he would reply, 
“The Golden Greek, Jimmy 
Londos.” Geoff saw Londos 
wrestle a number of times and was 
impressed by the master’s ability 
to use the airplane spin to great 
advantage. Portz practiced for two 
years before he perfected the 
spinning hold. He would practice 
in the gym by using weights and 
spinning them around and then 
heaving them to the mat. Today 
the airplane spin is a finishing hold 
that is often used by Portz and 
another hold that has been per- 
fected by Portz is the back- 
breaker. This writer can recall 
seeing Portz using this hold on

in Kolo, Germany a few years 
back. 

Portz is a fine wrestler and has 
had a number of great matches in 
his career against such notable 
stars as: Horst Hoffman, Ed Car- 
pentier, Billy Robinson, Albert 
Walls, Jan Wilkens, Percy Hall, 
Alex Dieter, Jean Louis Breston, 
Earl Maynard, Jimmy Dula and 
others. The greatest match that 


Geoff had was with the great Lou 
Thesz in 1957 im Lecister, Eng- 
land. The match ended in a 15 
round draw, On his return to the 
states he was asked who was his 
toughest opponent. Thesz replied, 
“Geoff Portz of England.” Thus 
are enough words about Portz. He 
is here now and his ability will say 
the rest.

Albano is mentioned. The Chiefs 
feud with Albano has been raging 
for quite some time and it seems 
as if it will never end. 

One of the reasons for this deep 
rooted hatred stems from the time 
when the Chief was receiving the 
Most Popular Wrestler award in 
Philadelphia. While the Chief was 
thanking his many fans for the 
trophy which he had _ been 
awarded, out of nowhere came 
Lou Albano with his then tag 
team champs, Tarzan Tyler and 
Luke Graham. As Tyler and 
Graham held the Chief by his 
arms, Albano began to slap the 
Popular Indian’s face. Tyler and 
Graham then tore to shreds 
Strongbow’s head dress and as 
these blonds were doing this, Lou 
Albano grabbed the Chief’s trophy 
and broke it in two over his head, 
opening up a large gash over the 
Chief's eye. With this incident, a 
full scale feud developed with Lou 
Albano and everyone of the men 
which Albano has. brought to the 
W.W.W.F. area. “When I first came 
out here, Lou Albano approached 
me about possibly being my 
manager,” the Chief recalled, “but 
I didn’t believe that I could put up 
with him so I flatly refused to 
have anything to do with him. 
This must haye insulted him be- 
cause then Albano began a 
campaign to get me out of wrest- 
ling. Albano has gone out re- 
cruiting men from all oyer the 
country and I believe that the 
purpose in this is to do more 
bodily harm to me than to actual- 
ly win the championship from 
Pedro Morales. I really think that 
the championship is just second- 
ary to him. You don’t see him 
going around messing Morales up. 
I've got more scars on my head 
from instances with Lou Albano 
than anybody else in wrestling.” 
The Chief paused for a minute 
then began again, “A body wound 
always heals but the one in your 
head is the one that doesn’t heal. 
You can get your head chopped 
up, cut up and even stitched up 
but eventually you heal over. But 
when somebody does you wrong, 


like Albano has done to me, that 
wound never heals. I’ve had 
opportunities to wrestle Albano 
and each time I have really given 
him a good working over but I'm 
still not satisfied. It’s a bad thing 
to say, but I feel this way. I hate 
to make anyone think I'm out to 
ruin someone’s career but Albano 
is the one who has been trying to 
keep me from earning my living. If 
he would just leave well enough 
alone and let things go by then 
this would stop but he just keeps 
on instigating. If he wants to keep 
coming back, I'll just keep going 
after him. This is my honest 
feeling towards this guy.” 

In his career the popular Indian 
has won many a match but the 
Chief has two victories that really 
stand out in his mind. “The night 
I beat Fred Blassie in Madison 
Square Garden a while ago was a 
real big thrill for me. I’ve had a 
feud brewing with Blassie that 
goes back quite a few years and 
defeating him in the Garden really 
meant a lot to me. My other big 
victory occured the night Sonny 
King and I won the tag team belts. 
I've tried for that tag title ever 
since I’ve been in the area, and the 
night when we finally won the 
belts was a dream come true for 
me. People never thought that 
Sonny and I would win that 
match and after we won some of 
the people thought our victory 
was a fluke. We were ready and 
Curtis and Scicluna  under- 
estimated us. You should never 
underestimate your opponent be- 
cause if you do something wrong 
your opponent could beat you. 
My theory is to go out there and 
wrestle every match like it is a 
championship match. This is what 
I always try to do.” 

The Chief's partner when he 
captured the tag team title from 
Albano’s team of Curtis and 
Scicluna was Sonny King, but of 
late the Indian has not been team- 
ing with Sonny nor any other 
partner as he has been concen- 
trating solely on singles matches. 
The reason for this is that the 
popular Strongbow has only one 
thing on his mind and this is to 
capture the W.W.W.F.  heavy- 


weight title!! “I feel better off in 
singles matches,” the Chief stated. 
“I'm not saying that Sonny wasn’t 
a good partner but right now I 
only want to concentrate on 
singles matches. My ambition is to 
get a shot at the World Champion- 
ship. That’s what | would really 
like to do. I've been trying to get a 
championship match ever since 
Pye been here but J haven’t been 
successful. Maybe if the fans know 
of this they could help me out. 
I've never wrestled Pedro before 
but I have wrestled w/t/) him in 
tag team matches. He’s a great 
competitor and a real good friend 
of mine but I would still like to 
face him in the ring. | don’t see 
why there shouldnt be more 
matches between two. scientific 
wrestlers such as the one between 
Bruno and Pedro. That match was 
definitely one of the greatest 
wrestling matches ever. I would 
have to say that it was possibly 
one of the greatest wrestling 
matches in the past fifty years. It 
was a good asset to the sport and I 
believe that they should have 
more matches like that. | only 
hope that | eventually get my long 
awaited chance at the champ- 
ionship. This is my desire right 
now and [ hope that my many 
fans will come behind me and 
request this match so that I can 
fulfill this dream.”

he had another hurdle, Larry 
“Pretty Boy” Hennig to clear on 
the following show. There was no 
love lost in this battle as Hennig 
and the masked man had a falling 
out in television months earlier, 
that resulted in Hennig and Lars 
Anderson ganging up on him. 
They had met many times since 
and Dr. X has clearly gained his 
retribution. Now they were meet- 
ing again, and Hennig certainly 
would be a test for the doctor’s 
mended leg. Hennig, using his 
foreign object in his kneepad went 
all out to destroy Dr. X and more 
than held his own as they battled. 
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Then Hennig made a mistake, 
missing an elbow smash and Dr. X 
quickly capitalized on it to quick- 
ly pin him. 

After getting by Hennig, Dr. X 
was awarded the bout he wanted, 
a main event with Ray Stevens; 
however, Dr. X was in for a dis- 
appointment, as Stevens did not 
appear and BlackJack Lanza was 
brought in as a last minute sub- 
stitute. The masked star took the 
first fall by rolling his shoulder on 
an attempted pin by BlackJack 
and tapping him on the back. 
Thinking the referee had done it, 
signifying he had won the fall, he 
got up and was neatly taken down 
into a pinning cradle. Lanza came 
back to win the second fall, 
punching Dr. X with a foreign 
object when the masked man went 
for his pet hold, the figure-4 leg- 
lock, and then pinned him. Lanza 
continued using his foreign object 
in the third fall and was well on 
his way to victory until the referee 
searched him and he accidentally 
dropped the object on the mat. 
Dr, X saw the object and alertly 
put it into his mask. Unaware of 
this, Lanza hit Dr. X in the mask, 
only to hurt his own hand. Before 
BlackJack knew what happened, 
Dr. X had headbutted him into 
oblivion and pinned him. 

Coming off of a victory over an 
impressive wrestler like Lanza, the 
fans as well as Dr. X, demanded 
they see the confrontation with 
Stevens. The bout was again 
signed with the stipulation that 
Ray must forfeit his half of the 
tag team title if he did not show 
up. Stevens showed up and the 
fans saw why Stevens is regarded 
as such a respected and highly 
dangerous man. Dr. X took the 
initiative and was on the offensive, 
punishing Stevens’ arms and legs 
as much as he could. Stevens was 
the master defensive wrestler and 
whenever he could grab the oppor- 
tunity he would put on a savage 
offensive calculated to again 
cripple Dr. X. The one fall main 
event ended when Dr. X came at 
Stevens, who was trapped in the 
corner, with a knee block. Stevens 
managed to dodge the onrushing 
hero and Dr. X hit his knee on the 


turnbuckle and fell to the mat. 
Stevens quickly maneuvered Dr. X 
into a boston crab which further 
punished the knee and he was 
forced to cry “uncle”. Stevens not 
only had won, but Dr. X, although 
not seriously hurt, needed help to 
limp back to the dressing room. 

It was a frustrating loss for Dr. 
X. Dr. X has met Stevens in 
several other midwest cities but he 
has yet to be satisfied with his 
victories, even though he has 
clamped on his figure-4 leglock to 
win some of these matches. He has 
also lost a couple of matches on 
disqualification: for refusing to 
release his figure-4 leglock, for 
jumping off the top rope, and for 
throwing Stevens over the top 
rope. But Dr. X’s mission is “to do 
unto Stevens as he has done unto 
him.” 

He has also been frustrated in 
his mission to take the precious 
tag team belts from around the 
mid-sections of Stevens and his 
partner, Nick Bockwinkel. He has 
teamed with Wahoo McDaniel, 
and with the Crusher, and even 
with the Giant, Andre Rousimoff, 
but so far this mission has proven 
impossible as well. The Stevens- 
Bockwinkel duo have been able to 
get away with illegal maneuvers or 
get disqualified for them. But Dr. 
X is not through trying yet.

It took a while but Shire 
phoned Stevens and spoke with 
Sam Muchnick, president of the 
NWA, about the hope of the new 
team. Stevens was for it and so 
was Muchnick. 

“T immediately flew back to St. 
Louis, after receiving Muchnick’s 
okay, and lined up the match. One 
of the most important reasons for 
my wanting this match,” Shire 
continued, “was because I have 


lately received literally thousands 
of letters concerning this. The fans 
want to see Stevens and Patterson 
together again as a team and if this 
is what the fans want, then, 
naturally, I’m all for it. Actually, 
I'm the biggest fan; I want to see 
them together again myself!” 

The reason for this is more than 
what fans may think. The World’s 
Tag Team Champions still are Mr. 
Paul DeMarco and “Luscious” 
Lars Anderson, two back-alley 
brawlers in the sport, and if 
Stevens and Patterson have their 
say about it, theyll win the titles.

did require considerable hem- 
stitching before ‘leaving the 
premises. 


All this, of course, is just a 
day’s work for Stevens as it is for 
so many other matmen. A few 
fans still would do him wrong if 
given the chance, but the vast 
majority these days apparently 
want only an excuse as to why 
they constantly root for the man. 

Since Stevens at least tried to 
change his ways, by following the 
rules as much as possible, he has 
even been on nodding terms with 
his arch-enemy of yesteryear, 
Pepper Gomez. 

There was a time when both 
Stevens and Gomez fought to the 
finish each time they entered the 
ring, Stevens paying no attention 
to the rules and Gomez trying to 


follow them in the beginning of 
the match. 

Stevens and Gomez fought a 
few times before sell-out crowds 
in San Francisco, and it wasn’t 
much later when Stevens left the 
area and returned about a year 
later, as the “new” Ray Stevens, a 
wrestler who was known for 
breaking the rules but decided 
he’d try to follow them. 

Stevens won the hearts of 
thousands and thousands of mat 
fans throughout the country and 
he remained undefeated, beating 
the top challengers in the game, 
until finally winning the United 
States Heavyweight Wrestling 
Championship. 

Stevens and Pat Patterson pre- 
viously had held the World’s Tag 
Team Championship for almost 
two years, one of the roughest 
teams in the sport, and after they 
lost the belts Stevens took off. 

When he finally did return to 
the West Coast and decided to 
wrestle within the rules and thus 
increase his popularity, Patterson 
was offended and immediately 
took a disliking to Stevens. 

“Stevens is a trader, a yellow- 
belly,” Patterson shouted over 
television. “Gomez brainwashed 
Stevens into following the rules 
and I can’t believe Stevens is 
actually going to do it. It’s pretty 
bad that he’s a “‘sissy” wrestler 
but it’s hard to believe that he’s 
actually going to side with Gomez 
and team with him. 

“I just can’t believe it. Stevens 
and I were the greatest team in 
wrestling, although everyone 
knows that / was the real captain 
of the team, that / was the boss, 
the one who called all the shots, 
the better man of the team. 

“If this is the way Stevens 


‘wants to play, then ’m gonna 


show him a thing or two. ’m 
challenging him to a title match 
anywhere — I hate Ray Stevens!” 

The Patterson—Stevens argu- 
ments over wrestling, seen weekly 
on color television throughout the 
West Coast, were exciting and 
unusual and it was more than in- 
teresting when they finally swung 
into action.

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The NWA told Stevens betore to 
not engage in other such 
dangerous sports if it will affect 
his life as a wrestler.
